Hop Bottom, April 16th, 1824. 
Dear Sir, 

I received your friendly letter of Octo- 
der 9th, and long hesitated whether it was 
proper to write an answer, in consequence 
of your intimation, that you did not wish 
teenter into *Polemic divinity ;” and I 
think I should not have taken up my pen 
for that purpose at present, had it not been 
for some remarks made upon a_ portion of 
my letter, with which you seem much as- 
tonished. Ihave at length concluded to 
give some of the general ideas in your e- 
nistle a slight examination. The friendly 
disposition which you manifest in being 
ready to give all the instruction in your 
power, is, I trust, duly appreciated ; and 
sour willingness that every man should 
enjoy the privilege of thinking for himself 
is both a rational and a christian disposi- 
tion. I cannot agree with you however in 
calling the doctrines of the gespel “myste- 
rious.’ I do not think them se closely con- 
nected with the “Mother of Harlots,” (or 
the anti-christian church.) If vou will 
look into the epistle of the Eph. 1.9. 10, 11. 
vou will discover that St. Paul, did not 
consider ita mystery, but declares that 
God hath made itknown. You then gave 
some instruction, relative to man’s situa- 
tion in the first stage of hiscxistence ; of 
his becoming estranyed from God by trans- 
gression, and loosing that image of God, 
m which he was created. This vou tell us 
you cail* death spiritual,’ and in order 
that we might understond you, call it total 
depravity, Total, “ Wholly, fully, com- 
pletely... Depravity, “ Vitiated, degene- 
rate, bad. Vide Walker’s dictionary. Atf- 
ter this accountof man’s situation, I was 
het surprizec’ that you should conclude, 
that it was wholly impossible for him to 
restore himself to the image of God; for 
there was nothing good to act, nor was 
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there any thing good to be acted upon. 
You then say, “that ifit had not been for 
the goodness of God in the gift of his son, 
to make reconciliation possible, the trans- 
gressors must have been banished from the 
merciful presence of God, and that forev- 
er, and this I would call “ death eternal.” 
I presume that you did not notice the con- 
tradictions contained in these two propos*- 
tions. First you have declared that man 
was * totally depraved,” “ Whally, fully, 
completely, vitiated, degenerate, bad.” 
You then represent God, in his great good- 
ness, giving his dutiful and well beloved 
son, to suffer death, **to make reconciliation 
possible,” to those abandoned wretches, in 
wkom there was not a spark of vital good- 
ness! no! nothing worthy of the com- 
parison ofa Ged no more than there is in 
the Devil, (according to notions of the or- 
thodox ) Were we to examine the writings 
of a Paine, a Hume, a Bollingbroke, a Zo- 
raster, or a Mahomet, we should not find 
an absurdity more astonishing, than these 
two sentences contain. Upon examination 
we find that it represents a perfectly good 
being, so in love with perfect badness that he 
furnishes ajust and dutiful son to satisfy 
his justece, and make it possible to save 
those depraved creatures, who had nothing 
good in them, and could not have beer 
worth saving, even at a less expense. How 
perfect goodness could have ioved perfect 
vadness; or in orthodox torm, how Gud 
can Jove the Devil, [donot understand: if 
this be Gospel Doctrine, [ acknowledge it 
“mysterious,” According to your theory, 
it perfect goodness had not have loved per- 

fect badness, and sent his son t» make “ree 

conciliation possible,” the traasgressor 

must have been banished irom the merci- 

ful presence of Gud, and this you would 

call “Death Eternal.” Let me caution 

you my dear Brother, to be more caretul 

how you follow the theories of men, in- 

stead of the word of Ged, least you are 

found supporting the assertion oi the ser- 

pent. If youadmit that “Eternal Death,” 
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for as you appear to understand it, Endless 
Denes was a penalty of man’s transpres- 
sion, announced in the declaration of God, 

“On the da ny thou eatest thereof thou shale 
surely die,” itis plain that you agree with 
t! serpent for the declaration ef God is 


urequitocal: and asman didn t die what 
you sie “eternal death,” and indeed could 
notom the day otf transgression (tor it 


would have occupied an Eternity.) I 
sch a death as you mention, was embr:- 
ced in the declaration, it was evidently 
false ; and if not, it1s plain, that you have 
followed the theories of me D, and have 
nota “thus saith the Lord” to support 
you. Asyou have made no remarks on 
My queries respecting natural death, I 
shall pass them without turther notice — 
Your ingenicus conjectures of what God 
m ght }ave done, or migh t not have done, 
I have nothing todo with, only to observe, 
that if God had have done different trom 
what God has done; he either t.as dishon- 
ored himself as God, or would have done 
it, had be have acted different from what 
he has ; fir one is in opposition to the oth- 
er, anc infinite wisdom would select the 
best. If God hat! in the person of Jesus 
Christ, made a*Perfect Redemption, Pro- 
tiation, and satisfaction, for all the sins 
of the world, both original aod aciual,”’ ac- 
cording to the “20th Article” of you: 
“Chure’,” which you quote; then theve 1s 
n« sins, for which there is not + perfect sa 
isfuction made,and the world have haar 
periectty redeemed from their sins; and if 
turther satisfaction, or redemption be ne- 
cessary, they must be of another kind, tho 
are, imperfect. Alter all this, you inform 
me, that the salvation of man from actuxt 
transgression, is conditional. That is to 
gay, if these conditions are not complied 
wit!, then this perfect satisfaction and re- 
demption is not made. ‘These conditions 
you inform me are “Repentance & Faith 
This I kr ow is yea odox; wutlike the * Mo- 
ther of Harlots,” ithas “mystery,” stam- 
ped on its ‘ront. li men must perform the 
condiuon of repentance, previous to their 
becoming acquainted with the character of 
Goc, they are hable to repent of doing that 
which they oughtto have done ; for their 
sense OL Cuty must be qualified by the 
character oi the God thy worship, and by 


their views of his requirements. There- 











fore, if they imagine thatthe'r God posses 

ses the character of a pon and they 
must repent es a condition of their salvation, 
they must actually repent of hoving done 
any thing that was not truly demoniacal. It 
Faith in th satisfaction, propitiation, and 
redemption, isa condition on which our 
salvation is predated, then, our believing 
makes that true, which was not true be- 
fore ; and our unbciief makes the faithful 
declarations of God void, and strikes a 
sweeping stroke atthe foundation of al 
Religios. I duly appreciate vour chal 
lenge, cited from Mr. Dow, but do not be 
lieve that Revelation contains anv such 
doctrine. John intorms us, that “He that 
loveth not, knoweta not God, tor God 1s 
love.” 1-t John, 1v.8. And Jesus in- 
forms us, thatitis “Lite Eternal” to know 
God, — him whom te hath sent. John 
XVil. John aiso gives the best reason 
why ma God, that any man can assign. 
he first loved us.

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Zional, I will cite some others. You how- 
everrecollect, that I may bring forward, 
Ist Jobn,iil. 2: “and heis the Propitiation 
for our sins, and not torours only, butal- 
so for the sins of the whole world.” You 
inquire, whether this Propitiation is con- 
ditional, er unconditional, and refer to the 
Apostle of the Gentiles for an answer.— 
This is correct, let him answer. Rom. ii. 
25: *Whcem God hath set fort) to bea 
Propitiation through Faith in his blood.” 
You werea little hasty in saying that. the 
Apostle said this was conditional—he says 
nothing abeut cenditions, nor does he im- 
ply any ; but simply gives an account of 
the Propitiation, which God had set forth, 
and the medium, (Faith) through which it 
was conveyed. Perhaps you did not dis- 
ceverall the difficulties that surrounded 
you in this place: examine it fora mom- 
nt. The Propitiation was made tor the 
sins of the whole world. Here you will 
discover that satisfaction has been made 
for the sins of the whole world, without 
ay coersion on their part: all thai remains 
to be done, 1s to make them acquainted 
with 1t, in order that the love of Christ 
should constrain them ; 2nd Cor. v. 14; 
wx nothing isso well calculated t produce 
at love which js “the fulfilling of the 
aw,’ as a knowledge of God’s love to 
yards us. You inform me that our Lord 
corroborates this idea, (yiz. that of condl- 
tions,) where he says, “Verily, verily I say 
unto you, except ye eat the flesh of the 
son of man, and drink his biood, ye have 
no hfein you.” John vi. 53. . This con- 
tains no more evidence in fivor of your 
conditions than the other. Here it is evi- 
dent, that “Life Eternal,’ “The gift of 
God,” isthe object, man the receiver, and 
Faith in the truths communicated by Jesus 
Christ, the medium, through which lite is 
conveyed. In evidence of this, see John 
vi. 44,45, also 37 to 40: “No man can 
come unto me except the Father which 
hath sent me draw him.”’ “Itis writtea in 
the Prophets, and thevshall all be taught 
of God, every man therefore that hath 
heard, and learned of the Father, cometh 
unte me.” [think that you also labour 
under a mistake, respecting the meaning 
of Jesus Christ, when he says to the Jews, 
“Bor if ye believe not that I am he, ye 
Shall die in your sins.’ fon vii. 24, And 
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also respecting the “awfal warning” which 
you say that in the same Chapter, verse 21, 
“against the non-ompliance of the condi- 

tion, (Faith.”) In order to understand 
this subject, let us commence with, and 
trace it in all its different bearings. ‘Then 
said Jesus unto them, (the Pharisees,) Yet 
a little while am I with you, and then [ go 
unto him that sent me, ye shall seek me & 
shall not find me: where I am thither ye 
cannot come.” John vii, 33, 34. Here 
is no conditions, either expressed or impli- 
ed, no reference to “noncompliance,” but 
an unequivocal assurance of what would 
take place. He, vii.21, repeats the same 
vato the Jews again, and they not appear- 
ing to understand him, he condescends to 
explain himself as follows: the 23d, 24th 
verses—Ye are from beneath; Iam from 
above ; ye are of this world ; I am not of 
this world. I said therefore unto you, 
that ye shall die in your sins: for if ve 
believe not that Iam he, ye shall die in 
vour sins.” He assigns as areason why 
they should die in their sins, that they 
were of this world. But admit, for the 
sake of examination, that the Jews dying 
in their sins, were of ccurse eternally se- 
cluded from the blissful presence of Jesus, 
we shall with a little attention to bible, 
find that the disciples or our Lord, are pla- 
ced in the same situation, John 13. 33 
** Little children, yet a little while I am 
with you, ve shall seek me ; andas_ I said 
unto the Jews, whither I go ye cannot 
come :sonow [say to you.’ Here the 
same positive, unconditional, assertion, 1s 
made to the chosen disciples, that was 
made to the Jews ; and i! one of these sen- 
tences, isan objection tothe salvation of 
the Jews, the other, as fatally secludes the 
disciples of our Lord ; yet Jesus tells Peter, 
that although he could not fellow him now, 
he should follow him hereafter. The 
plain scriptural truth is, that every upbe- 
liever dies insins. Hear the tastimony, 

Rom. 11. 32. *For God hath concluded 

them all in unbelief, that he might have 

mercy uponall.” Gai. 3, 22. “Dae script- 

ure hath concluded all under sin.” Ron. 

6,23. “For the wages of sin is death.” 

“For to be carnally minded is death ; but 

to ve Spiritually minded is life ani peace.” 

Rom.5,12. *Aod so death passed upon 

all men, for that ail nave sinned.” 1. Cor. 
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15, 22 . *For as in Adam all die, even so 
in Christ shall all be made alive.” John, 
11,25. “Jesus said unto her (Mary) I am 
the resurrection and the life, he that be- 
lieveth on me, though he were dead yet he 
shail live.” Jesus says, “If ve believe 
not that am he, ye shall die in your sins.’ 
“BelLeve not,” (in the present tense) not 
if you do not hereafter believe, no such con- 
diton is mentioned. Itis evident, that 
he Jews did not behevethe truths which 
he had communicated, and their situation 
is clearly illustrated. John, 3, 56. “He 
that believeth, (in the present tense,) on 
the Son, hath (in the present tense) ever- 
Jasting life.” And he that believeth not 
the Son [present tense] shall not see lite.” 
If, according to the notion which you pos- 
sess of this subject, the Jews are to be ban- 
ished from the blissful preseace of Jesus, 
and the enjoyment of future felicity, not 
oaly the disciples of our Lord, but all man- 
kind, are placed in the same cituation.— 
“For God hath concluded them all in un- 
belief.” That this is not the case, is evi- 
dent, tor it wasthe purpose of God, to 
‘Have mercy uponall.? You then caution 
me,not to “pretend to say that none will, 
or have died ta their sins, when the apos- 
tle Jude declares that some are already 
suffe-ing the vengeance of eternal fire.” 
(our friendly caution would have been un- 
necessary, had you known - at I be- 
licved all wnbehevers die in their sins. The 
evidence that is mtroduced at the pm oO! 
the caution, does not exist in the Bible. 
Jude says that the cities of “Solom = and 
Gomorrah, aud the cities about them, are 
set forth for an example, suffering the ven- 
geance of eternal fire.”” Here notice, dear 
sir, that it is the fire by which these cities 
were destroyed, that is called eternal ; and 
pou will recollect, {if you are acquainted 
with history] that it has long since ceased 
to burn. But admitting that the fire, or 
the vengeance, were eternalin their na- 
tures, [of which there is no evidence,] still 
you cannot prove from the assertion, that 
they suffered more thana moment, much 
less, that they are suffe ring at present. 
The Greek word “aionion,” is an adjective, 
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and you can as well prove that two ages | 
are as long as all ages, as you can prove an | 


endless a loown the application of 
this word. You then enquire, “How can 


any one suppese that such persons, [viz. 
such as die in their sins ] can ever get to 
Heaven?” Lanswer, by understandiag 
the scripture, sothat it doesnot contra 
dict itfelf. You then say, “let prophecies 
mean what they may, they cannot mean to 
contradict these plain ond solemn declara- 
tions of the Son of God.” Ido not think 
they do; and if we do not sce their har no- 
, it is because ‘we do not understan: 
them.’ You seem to persuade me “not to 
explain away these awful declarations, and 
say it shall be well with the wicked, when 
God says it shall be ill with him—and say 
that they shall all go to heaven, when God 
declares that the wicked shall be turned in- 
to hell, where their worm dieth not and 
the fire is not quenched.” Mrrk, 9. 44. ; 
will assure you my friend, thatit is not ms 
intertion to explain away any ‘awful dec- 
larations,’ only those that a false education 
have made so. I have never yet preache: 
“That it should be well with the wicked.” 
bu have invariably told my ‘earers, that 
‘salvation was a lineration fromsin and 
wickedness,’ whichif you do not know, you 
may by alittle enquiry. Your citation of 


scripture, is truly astonishing for a man of a 
vour station ; if this is mot taking detached 
scripture, and seriptures out of their prup- 


er connections,’ i Cunyot con cilve what 
would be; and not: nly so, butie is ma- 
kinga ins Bs - of scripture, t% suit the oc. 
casion, Dy taking part of two subj: ers 3 on

C. [hada presentment of your ignor- 
ance in the doctrine which you,have em- 
braced: But since my Master has com- 
manded me to have conipasston on the ig- 
nerant, anc them that are out of the way: 
1 will inform you that the elect were cho. 
sen and saved in Christ from before the 
foundation of the world, without a possi~ 
Lility of one being lost or even one being 
added to their number. For these we 
preach ; for these we pray ; and for these 
alone Christ died. 

R. I think I have heard you lay it down 
as an wxivm, that God cannot make a thing 
to be, and not to be,at the same time. 

C. I acknowledge it,but what then ? 

R. Then, if it is true that Christ came 
to seek, and save,that which was lost; I 
will prove Universal salvetion true also— 
But if y:ur premises are truce the elect 


were never lost; neither was it possible 


they ever woulc be: therefore, are the 
scriptures silent about their purchase, or 
ransom ; butitrepeatedly testi“es of the 
coming of Christ to save the Wor/d—of his 
dying for the World—and of his giving his 


lite a ransom for the World—he did not 


come tosave the elect for they were never 
lost— He did come to save the World—and 
this is the record which God has given us 
of his Son. 

C. The doctrine which you are essay ing 
to advocate is devilish and damnable ! 

R. If a tull salvation from sin is cevil- 
ish ; and Universal holiness is damnable ; 
the n just so far as you are saved trom sin, 
aud have advanced in holiness ; just so far, 
and in the same ratio, 1s your doctrine dev 
ilish, and damnable also !! : 

C. If in nothing else, your doctrine is 
damn able inthis; that it teaches sinners 
theymay ¢ o to hell, and there be cleansed 
trom their sins, and come out prepared for 
H.aven. Butcome out they never will! 

Universalist. This smoke-house scheme 
of preparing sinners for Heaven with fire, 
and brimstone if not a damnable doctrine, 
is at leat ridiculous ! 

RI will trst reply to you Mr. Calvin- 
ist, and dlgserve, thatif the wic ked never 
come out of hell; that day of judgment 
which you say will be at the end of the 
world, can never lake place. Nevertheless, 
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in your sermonizing, you often tell us that 
the “ga small and great must stand before 
God, and death and hell, deliver up the 
dead which are in them. But to argue 
from premises that I do not claim as my 
own: If David, and Jonah, could receive 
so much benefic ina few days from the 
torments of hell, as one to become a saint, 
aida prophet; and the other, so powerful 
a preacher, as to bring the Nimevites to 
repentance by passing through their city ; 
why may not other sinners be improved by 
it also? 

U. There is no hell beyond this life.— 
Sin is of the body, lives with the body : 
and dies with all its consequences with the 
body. Theretore, your notions, and those 
of Mr. Calvinist, are totally unfounded.— 
The spirit remains pure, and undefiled 
with sin, and so returns to God who gave 


it. 


R. It sin, together with its consequen- 
ces dies with the body; then Christ has 
died in vain—For if Christ had never 
come; death would have finished sin, and 
put an end totransgressioa, when he had 
demolished the jast sinners polluted car- 
case. Christ came to save his people from 
their sins. But he cannot do it unless he 
kills them! He came to put an end to trans- 
gression ; but death alone is able to per- 
form the work! ! He came to destroy death:

C. Your head is full of odd notions and 
strange things!

If they 
were not in existence before the foundation 
of the world ; then it follows that a rem- 
nant, or handful of nonentities or nothings 
were elected, and saved, and a great ma- 
jority of the same were eternally damned! 

And who art thou O daring man, that 
chargest God with damning the innocent 
that are very good ; and clearing the guil- 
ty (self-styled) elect, who according to 
their own confessions, that I have often 
heard them muke, are the most guilty, 
heaven-daring sinners in the world !
